Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1950. 

This  is  the  eighty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Hospi- 
tal Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  San- 
atorium Division,  and  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  5,  1950, 
by  election  of  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 
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In  January,  Dr.  Mary  Moore  Beatty  resigned  as 
Trustee  and  Air.  Stuart  C.  Rand  was  appointed  for 
term  ending  April  30,  1951. 

In  April,  Mr.  Richard  J.  Condon  was  appointed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  term  ending  April  30,  1955. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  89.184,552.36.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  S7.S94.251.31  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  8597,684.00  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  8600,813.36  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  and  S91,S03.69  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
8168,265.19,  8153,121.33  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  811.778.56  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  83,365.30  in  the  South  Department 
expenditures.  The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorn- 
dike  Memorial  Laboratory,  8133,507.18,  is  included  in 
the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  8340,889.81, 
total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic 
Department,  8184,0S0.50  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper:  8153,400.41  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and 
83.408.90  on  account  of  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  830,722.77.  810.445.74  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  819,969.80  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  8307.23  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
90.99,  889.91  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
and  88,901.08  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical  Laboratories, 
$168,242.35,  8148,053.27  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper  and  820.189.08  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical 
Research,  816,990.45,  $8,495.23  is  charged  to  the  hos- 
pital proper  and  $8,495.22  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Dentistry,  Oral  Surgery,  816,882.76,  $1,350.62  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $15,532.14  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Depart- 
ment  of  Inhalational  Therapy,  $3,986.24,   is  included 
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in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  amount 
spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $128,519.46, 
$80,967.26  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $46,267.01 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $1,285.19  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertain- 
ing the  settlement  of  patients,  $9,244.87,  $8,875.08  was 
spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $369.79  on  the  South 
Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital".

The  contract  for  additional  X-ray  facilities,  Thorn- 
dike  Building,  awarded  on  January  29,  1947,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$1,533.30  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $151.76 
was  made  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates. 

The  contract  of  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  and 
renovations  to  various  buildings  (Division  I),  dated 
September  29,  1948,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed. 
The  sum  of  $2,842.83  was  paid  on  account  to  the  con- 
tractor during  1950.

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $1,479.10  was  made  to 
Max  Cahn  on  contract  dated  May  20,  1949,  for  painting, 
etc.,  House  Officers'  Building  and  House  Officers' 
Annex;  this  contract  having  been  completed  and 
accepted  in  1949.

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$4,013.80  was  made  to  John  M.  Gray. 

The  contract  of  Rich  Brothers  Construction  Com- 
pany in  the  sum  of  $191,546  for  explosion-proofing,  air- 
conditioning  and  acoustical  work  in  the  Dowling 
Building,  dated  October  28,  1949,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $139,401.86  has  been  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $4,522.20  has  been 
paid  on  account  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates. 

The  contract  of  M.  Solimando  in  the  sum  of  $38,480.44 
for  addition  to  the  tenth  floor  of  the  Medical  Building, 
was  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor;  this  contract  having  been  awarded 
on  November  9,  1949. 

The  contract  of  John  Rugo  in  the  sum  of  $137,833.35 
for  addition  to  Administration  Building  was  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor; 
this  contract  having  been  awarded  October  31,  1949. 

The  contract  of  M.  Solimando  in  the  sum  of 
$358,341.99  for  addition  to  the  Dowling  Building, 
dated  August  7,  1950,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed. 
The  sum  of  $137,449.53  has  been  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  M.  Spinelli  &  Sons  Company,  Inc., 
in  the  sum  of  $89,329.58  for  addition  to  Out-Patient 
Department,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  $80,396.62 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor;  this  con- 
tract having  been  awarded  on  March  31,  1950.

On  the  contract  of  John  M.  Gray  in  the  sum  of 
$49,918.83,  dated  August  12,  1949,  and  amended 
November  9,  1949,  for  architectural  services  rendered 
in  connection  with  the  above  contracts  (Solimando, 
Rugo,  Solimando,  and  Spinelli,  respectively),  the  sum 
of  $41,401.71  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  architect. 

The  sum  of  $372.18  was  paid  to  John  M.  Gray  for 
blueprinting  of  plans  and  specifications  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract  of  M.  Solimando. 

The  sum  of  $181.44  was  paid  to  John  M.  Gray  for 
blueprinting  of  plans  and  specifications  in  connection 
with  the  contract  of  M.  Spinelli  &  Sons  Company,  Inc. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $384.50  was  made  to 
J.  P.  O'Hearn  &  Co.,  on  contract  dated  December 
30,  1949,  for  repairing  water  mains  in  main  laundry, 
this  contract  having  been  completed  and  accepted  in 
1949. 

On  the  contract  of  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  in  the  sum 
of  $4,332,  dated  June  13,  1950,  for  microfilming  prepared 
medical  records,  no  payments  have  been  made.  The 
contract  is  to  be  completed  about  June  30,  195.1. 

On  the  contract  of  J.  M.  Cunningham  in  the  sum  of 
$35,000  for  installation  of  approved  business  methods, 
dated  July  17,  1950,  the  sum  of  $2,429.75  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Viking  Automatic  Sprinkler  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  in  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  flushing  the  complete 
sprinkler  system,  dated  July  28,  1950,  was  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  J.  P.  O'Hearn  &  Co.,  in  the  sum  of 
$8,148.56  for  repairing  leaks  in  water  mains  in  the  yard 
dated  September  13,  1950,  was  completed  and  accepted 
and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  William  Barnstead  Engineering 
Corporation,  in  the  sum  of  $1,495  for  furnishing  and 
installing  a  sterilizer  in  the  Pathological  Building, 
dated  September  14,  1950,  was  completed  and  accepted 
and  $1,345.50  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 
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The  contract  of  Rich  Brothers  Construction  Company 
in  the  sum  of  $24,587.20  for  the  erection  of  a  trans- 
former vault  in  ambulance  yard,  dated  October  3,  1950, 
has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $10,306.08 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

On  the  contract  of  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates, 
dated  December  29,  1950,  for  architectural  and  engineer- 
ing services  in  connection  with  the  above  contract  of 
Rich  Brothers,  the  sum  of  $2,147.65  was  paid  on  account 
to  the  architect. 

The  contract  of  Dorchester  Plate  and  Window  Glass 
Company  in  the  sum  of  $1,931,  dated  November  27, 
1950,  for  repairing  windows  and  skylights  in  Maternity 
Building,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  the  sum  of 
$1,737.90  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

On  the  contract  of  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates, 
dated  December  29,  1950,  for  architectural  and  en- 
gineering services  in  connection  with  furnishing  and 
installing  of  new  screens  and  grilles  and  the  repairs  to 
screens,  the  sum  of  $2,800  was  paid  on  account  to  the 
architect. 

On  the  contract  of  Smith  &  Burns  in  the  sum  of  $2,790, 
dated  December  29,  1950,  for  overhauling  main  exhaust 
fan  in  ice  plant,  no  payments  have  been  made.  Contract 
is  to  be  completed  about  February  15,  1951. 

On  the  contract  of  the  Foregger  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  sum  of  $2,311.65,  dated  December  29,  1950,  for 
reconditioning  six  Foregger  gas  machines,  Department 
of  Anesthesia,  no  payments  have  been  made.  Contract 
is  to  be  completed  about  June  29,  1951. 


A.    Shuman    Memorial  Fund    for    Care    of    Men 
Patients   at  the   Boston   City   Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $63,405.41  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1951, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$163,405.41.  During  the  year  1950  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $2,157.36  for  care  of  con- 
valescent men  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 
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Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 
The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1951,  $1,466,256.61  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Sears.
